‘ The next Enquiry is, Whether the 
Extremities of this Law are not often 
carried on beyond the true Intent and 
Meaning of the Aétitfelf, for Malicious 
and Private Ends, to gratify Paffion and 
Revenge ? 

‘ [ remember the Anfwer a Perfon gave 
me, who had taken out Statutes againft 
feveral Perfons, and fome his near Re- 
lations, who had fail’d in his Debt; and 
when I was une time ditfuading him from 
Profecuting a Man, who ow’d me Money 
as well as him, Lus’d this Argument with 
him ; Youknow the Aan bas notbing left to 
Pay. That's true, fays he, I know that 
well enough. To what purrofe then, {aid 
J, will you Profecure bim? Why, Ree 
venge is fweet, laid he. Nowa. 
Maa that will Profecute a Debtor, 
not asa Debtor, but by way of Revenge,. 
fuch a Man is, I think, not intentio- 
nally within the Benefit of our Law. 
‘In Order to tate the Cafe right, 
there are four fefts of People to be con- 
fider’d in this Difcourfe; and the true 
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* Cafeds, how to diftinguifh them. 


(1) © There isthe Honeft Debtor, who 
fails by vilible Necefhy, Loffes, Sick- 
nefs, Decay of Trade, or the like, 

(2.) * The Knavith, Defigning, or Idle, 
Excavagant Debtor’;-who fails becaufe 
either he has run out his Eftate in Ex- 
ceffes, or on: purpofe to Cheat and A- 
bufe his Creditors. 

(3-):$ There is the Moderate Creditor, 
} who fees but his own, buc will omit 
“no lawful Means to gain it, and yet 
will hear reafonable and juft Arguments 
and Propofals. 

(4) There is the Rigorous, Severe 
-Creditor, that values not: whether the 
Debtor be Heneft Man or Knave,. Able, 
or Unable; but will have his Debt, whe- 
“ther it be to be had or nos without 
‘Mercy, without Compaffion, full of ‘Ql. 
* Language, Paffion, and Revenge. 
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© How ¢o make a Law to fuit to all 
© thefe, is the Cafe: That a neceffary Fa- 
© your might be foown to the Firft, in Pi- 
‘ty and Compaffion to the Unfortunate, 
‘in Commiferation of Cafualty and Po- 
* verty, which no Man is exempt from 
‘the Danger of. bas ¢ due Rigor and 
* Reftraint be laid upon the Second, chat 
¢ ‘Villany and Knavery mighct not be en- 
* courag’d by a Law. Thst a due Cure be 
‘‘saken of the Third, that Men’s Eltates 
¢ may, as far as can, be fecur’d tothem. 
© And due Limits fee to tke laft, that no 
‘Man may have ao unlimited Power 
* over his Felluw-Subjeéts, to the Ruine 
* of both Life and Fftate.
